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DETAILED ACTION 

The allowability of claim 6 features is withdrawn since term "interlock" is now 
found to be more broadly readable and not to require a switch/cover relationship. In 
addition reference are now applied for door-operated switches. Further an objection to 
drawings is now applied. The amendment has been entered. 
1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the claims 10 and 36 
"automated deice system" or "movement system", must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner.

Also 
discussion in spec with numeral use for the automated system is required, 

2. In addition to Replacement Sheets containing the corrected drawing figure(s), 
applicant is required to submit a marked-up copy of each Replacement Sheet including 
annotations indicating the changes made to the previous version. The marked-up copy 
must be clearly labeled as "Annotated Sheets" and must be presented in the 
amendment or remarks section that explains the change(s) to the drawings.

3. Claims 1-5, 7, 32 and 33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Gordin in view of Zerwes and Bekanich. 

4. See last office action as to Gordin/Zerwes combination using Gordin fig 6. The 
assembly lacks switch adapted to terminate power to the lamp. Bekanich uses an on/off 
switch at 38. Obvious for claims 1 , 32 to use such a switch in Gordin, figure 6 to enable 
lamp turn off when not needed as when the cover is to be opened. As an alternative, 
and for claim 33, figure 6, lacks a "switch operated by cover closure". Gordin, column 2, 
lines 5-20 discloses switch operated by cover closure. Bekanich at 42 uses a pressure 
(sensor) operated switch. It would have been obvious in view of these teachings to use 
a door closure operated switch, with sensor, in Gordin, figure 6 device. This promotes 
safety of the system. 
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5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

6. For claims 10 and 36 it would not have been obvious to form Gordin figure 6 with 
a modified cover with guide members and guide elements in view of Zerwes and in 
addition to add an automated system for moving the cover. Nor does any prior art 
suggest use of the modified cover with the claim 8 slip plate. 

Claims 36-38 are allowed. 

7. Claims 8-14, 34 and 35 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
